President Truman Friday signed 
a bill making it unlawful for a 
pharmacist to refill prescriptions 
for dangerous drugs without au- 
thorization from the doctor. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, which asked for the new 
law. said it was needed to curb 
sales of such things as barbitur- 
ates for sleeping pills, benzedrine 
and dexedrine to ward off fatigue, 
sulfa drugs and antibiotics for 
venereal disease and thyroid for 
weight reducing. 

The measure defines drugs that 
must be restricted to prescription 
sale and requires that they be so 
labeled. Prescriptions for simple 
home remedies not bearing the 
“caution” label may be refilled 
without securing the doctor’s ap- 
proval. 

The FDA said drug addiction, 
fnjury and death had _ resulted 
from “loose practices in the sale 
and unsupervised use of danger- 
ous drugs.” It said many valua- 
ble remedies are potentially dead- 
ly when administered by laymen.

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A Turning Point in History 


Britain’s voters, weary of austerity, the 
high cost of living, increasing inflation, and 
loss of prestige in the foreign policy and in- 
ternational relationships fields, voted out the 
Socialist government which had been in 
power six years. 

In charge again is Winston Churchill, the 
really redoubtable, amazing man who never 
stopped fighting and around 
whom the*new government will 
be formed. 

His statement was a good 
one: 
“We shall do our best to 
serve all interests... which are 
far above the rights and inter- 
ests of the Conservative Party.” 

He will need the co-opera- 
tion of “His Majesty’s Loyal 
Opposition’”—the Labor Party 
Parliamentary members, headed by the left- 
wing Aneurin Bevan, who will now make his 
bid to replace the more moderate Clement 
Attlee as leader of that opposition. 

The plain truth is that Winston Churchill 
has not “returned to power.” His party’s 
majority will be about 17 to 19 seats. But 
he won with Liberal support and that may 
be withdrawn at some crucial moment. 


The Socialists must face up to the fact that 
their program did not provide what Britain 
wanted. But none is sure that what Britain 
wants can be granted. Churchill and his party 
will retain the socialized medicine and health 
measures and all else save nationalized steel. 


For Churchill and his cabinet, the latter 
to be named next week, there remain the 
same factors which defeated Labor—austerity, 
inflation, the high cost of raw materials, the

Words of Wisdom 
From Webster 


Byron Anglin, editor of The Stewarte Web- 
ster Journal at Richland, has called our atten- 
tion to a presentment from the Webster 
County Grand Jury. 

Editor Anglin recommends the jury’s ad 
vice to everybody “from the President on 
down” as a prescription which the nation 
needs right now more than anything else—‘“a 
straightforward, open, factual, complete and 
very enlightening statement of what goes on” 
in the country. 

Here is what the Webster jurors had to 
say: 

“We believe that the greater part of the 
present seeming unrest among our people 
stems from the fact that we have allowed 
ourselves to assume an indifferent attitude 
toward our governmental affairs, and that 
astute people have, in some instances, been 

‘placed in position of authority, and that these 
leaders have instituted such practices and 
methods of administration as tend to lead 
away from the fundamental principles we 
have instilled in us from the beginning of 
our nation. 

“Such practices have advanced far enough 
until we are in a great many instances sup- 
posed to take orders from those whom we 
have employed to serve us. Such should 
not be the case, and the correction can only 
be made by an informed public mind. 

“With this idea in mind, and realizing, 
-too, that such movements must begin with 
just such as we are, and move upward to 
all branches of government, we have endeav- 
ored to get a full report from every depart- 
ment of our county system.” 

What this grand jury is saying is that 
people have let their government go by de- 


extreme shortage of coal, and lack of dollars 
to buy in the world market. 

Churchill almost surely will ask for a 
large American loan. There is no other al- 
ternative. It will be a credit loan, allowing 
Britain—which must manufacture and export 
or die—to obtain raw materials. 

For Churchill there is the almost impos- 
sible task of putting more goods and more 
food on the shelves and in the shops. He 
stands at the brink of a really very grave eco- 
nomic crisis. 

The Socialists, with their planning, could 
not prevent it. Nor could the Conservatives 
come up with any answers during the cam- 
paign. The cold fact is that more sacrifice is 
the only real answer, and one does not win 
elections with promises of less. That is why 


the Tory victory margin was disappointingly 


small. 

Let us all take note. 

This election is a turning point in British 
history. One can almost hear the ponderous 
wheels turning. If the Tories fail, the swing 
will be more to the left. If Aneurin Bevan is 
able to take over the control now held by 
Attlee, he will be in a position to cause grave 
trouble. It will be up to him to discipline the 
more left-wing unions who have been threat- 
ening to slow down if the Tories win. This 
would be.un-British and we do not believe 
Bevan wili allow it. 

But it is a turning point for Britain—and 
therefore, in a sense, for us. 

We can all hope for the best. 

And we can give them help—as we did 
the Socialists. 

If there is to be a turning point in his- 
tory, by all means let us put our hand to the 
wheel.

A Railroad Strike 
Is Unthinkable 


Nothing could be more damaging to the 
nation than to tie up the transportation with- 
out which the defense effort cannot function. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen have alerted members for a 
possible shutdown of some, or all, of the 
nation’s railroads. 

The railroads today, because of past dis- 
putes, are nominally operated by the U. S. 
Army. Actual management remains in pri- 
vate hands, and contract negotiations are 
also in the hands of this private management. 
Theoretically, if not actually, any strike called 
is a strike against the U. S. government. 
The government successfully worked out an 
agreement last December which was accepted 
by the carriers and the trainmen. The fire- 
men refused to ratify the agreement, which 
included a cost-of-living clause, 34 cents an 
hour raises to employees who work in the 
vards and 19% cents for those who ride the 
trains. 

The unions have proposed arbitration now, 
as the dispute continues, but the carriers 
refuse to arbitrate issues that went to an 
emergency government board and were re- 
jected and issues that were supposedly set- 
tled in the White House agreement. The car- 
riers wanted to arbitrate before the dispute 
went to the government, while the unions 
refused. 

There is no need for a strike of railroad 
workers now. Any disputes can and must be 
settled by arbitration, government sponsored 
or not, to keep the trains running.

t was our pleasure on a recent night to join with 


several hundred persons in an audience. for Editor McGill’s dis- 
cussion of a most important subject—the freedom of the press and 
the constant assaults to which it is being subjected. 


His fame had preceded him; 
not since 1899 had an Atlantan 
been a featured speaker in Bos- 
ton; not, coincidentally, since 
the appearance there of Henry 
W. Grady, who also was editor 
of The Atlanta Constitution. 

Mr. McGill, as we are sure he 
himself will confess, has no 
great, magnetic speaker's voice, 
nor is he blessed with a com- 
mand of gesture and other pro- 
fessional tricks of the lecturer 
to command attention. He has 
nothing, so to speak, except 
something to say. 

It is well that he is recog- 
nized as a man with some- 
thing to say and the sincer- 
ity to lend emphasis to that 
something, for he makes an 
excellent ambassador for the 

South: much more effective 
than would be a flamboyant 
actor or a studied sensation- 
alist. Ralph McGill makes a 
statement and it is accepted 
hereabout—at least, that was 
the impression gained from 
his recent audience—as gospel. 


The Atlanta editor came up 
to Boston to talk about one sub- 
ject, and wound up talking about 
two, the second nonetheless im- 
portant, though for different 
reasons, than the first. The im- 
portance of keeping the press 
free cannot be overemphasized; 
it should be stated and reiter- 
ated at every opportunity... And 
as Mr. McGill put it so ably, it 
must be emphasized that press 
freedom is not a property or 
a tangible something designed 
principally for those in the 
newspaper business, to be guard- 
ed jealously by them alone, and 
locked up in the safe at night. 
Rather, it is a people’s freedom, 
to be cherished and defended 
by the people. 

His second subject, quite for- 
tuitously entered upon, since he 
had not planned it so and it 
was introduced in a question- 
and-answer period, was the 


South. The victim of too many 
erroneous and libelous concep- 
tions, the South is fortunate to 
have as an interpreter one of 
Mr. McGill’s stature and fame. 
Just as his audience was willing 
to accept as gospel his warnings 
against basic 
freedoms, it won- 
derfully well to his disproval of 
certain misconceptions about 
Dixie. 

Perhaps it was. inevitable 
that a Southern editor would 
be asked questions about the 
South that had nothing what- 
ever to do with his original 
subject. But we are glad that 
the queries did go off on this 
tangent. One person wanted 
to know what was being done 
about the ‘“chain-gangs” in 
Georgia, a question which 
surely pointed to the limits 
of his intellect and the gross- 
ness of a regional prejudice. 
Another bv inference deplored 
the low state of Georgia's sec- 
ondary school system. Need- 
less to say, Mr. McGill found 
it easy to correct these mis- 
conceptions and to present to 
Bostonians a picture of Geor- 
gia they had not realized 
existed.

The state’s 10 Lower House members, for the most part, made 
similar hasty exits. Rep. Sidney Camp of Newnan and Rep. Hen- 
derson Lanham of Rome were among the few who stayed over for 
a few days after the formal sine die adjournment last week to take 
care of pending matters on their desks. Both of them, however, 
were planning to return to their districts by this week end.

Rep. Prince Preston of Statesboro, one of those to leave early, 
is due to return to Washington early to make preparations for 
another trip to Europe during the congressional holiday. Hehas 
been named a member of a special mission being sent over by the 
House appropriations committee, to which he is assigned, to make 
a study of our European defense efforts. 

Senator Russell lingered in Washington long enough to appear 
as one of the final witnesses before the Senate rules committee 
against proposals for changing the body’s cloture rules. The Geor- 
gia junior senator was one of the prime figures in having the 
chamber adopt its present rule requiring a two-thirds majority of 
the entire membership to adopt cloture procedure for shutting 
off debate. In his appearance before the committee this week he 
made a strong argument against any further change. 


Filibusters Southern senators have long used the filibuster as 

vehicle for preventing a vote on controversial 
civil rights legislation. Senator Russell is determined that present 
Senate rules allowing freedom of debate be preserved.

It will take several 
years to spend it all, but we believe it will make us strong enough 


to resist any aggression.

Twice, once in 1919, 
and again in 1945, America disbanded the world’s strongest mili- 
tary force.

Even now there is a clamor 
to ‘get the boys home.’ Of course, I want the conflict ended in 
Korea and the soldiers brought home as soon as possible, but we 
must not disband this time.

Jap House Ratifies 


}| Peace, Security Pacts 
Surprisingly Strong Approval 


Given Frisco Parley Actions

TOKYO, Oct. 26—The lower house of the Japanese Diet 
ratified by a wide margin Friday evening the peace treaty 
signed at San Francisco and the security pact with the United 
States to permit maintenance of an American garrison in 
Japan after the nation regains its sovereignty and inde- 


ever, represented a considerable 
measure of triumph for the Con- 
servative Liberal Party of Premier 
Shigeru Yoshida, who personally 
conducted most of the negotiations 
with the United States and then 
returned from San Francisco to 
take up the cudgels on the floor 
for ratification. 

The aged premier, as it proved, 
had no occasion to use a big gov- 
ernment majority to steamroller 
the bills through the lower house, 
which, perhaps was more critical 
of his alleged secretive handling 
of the measures than of the pacts 
themselves. With the exception 
of the Communists the members 
of all the parties, even the widely- 
divided Socialists, voted for both 
agreements. 

Yet. the government fell far 
short of the virtually unanimous 
endorsement for which some had 
hoped and abstentions were con- 
spicuous. With 466 votes in the 
lower house and about 20 vacan- 
cies, only 354 ballots were cast 
for or against the treaty and 360 
on the security pact.

Plan to Give U.S. Teacher 
Higher Standing Studied 


LITTLE ROCK, Oct. 26—(4)—The University of Arkansas soon 
will begin exploring a proposed program that may chart the future 
course of all public school teacher-training in the United States. 


If carried out, Dr. Lewis Web- 
ster Jones said Friday, the pro- 
gram would “do more than any- 
thing else that has ever been 
undertaken to give the public 
schoo] teachers of America a pro- 
fessional status comparable to 
that enjoved by doctors and a 
number of other professional 
groups.” 

The project first was announced 
here at a meeting of state educa- 
tors and later amplified by Dr. 
Jones at a news conference. 

It was one of his last official 
acts as president of the University. 
Dr. Jones leaves Saturday to a°- 
sume the presidency of Rutgers 
University in New Jersey. 

The proposed project would be 
financed by a grant of $85,000 
from the Fund for the Advance- 
ment of Education, a division of 
the Ford Foundation. 

“This is just a starter,” said Dr. 
Jones: “If the program is ap- 
proved, the Ford Foundation will 
support the project for several 
years—possibly eight or ten. The 
total. contribution may run into 
the millions of dollars.” 

In outlining the program, Dr. 
Jones said it called for future 
teachers, regardless of race, to 
receive a comprehensive, four- 
vear, liberal arts education at the 
university or another eligible col- 
lege in Arkansas. Upon gradua- 
tion, the next step would be a 
year’s training in practical in- 
struction—similar to an interne
